The  men  who  are  in  the  spotlight  today  are  not  the  glamor  boys  of  stage,  screen  or 
art  world,  but  America's  hard  fighting  soldiers,  sailors,  and  marines.  It's  not  only  the 
headline  things  they're  doing  in  the  war  that  makes  us  admire  them,  but  their  courage, 
perseverance  and  modesty  .  .  .  Captain  Bill  McKee  is  one  of  these  men  .  .  . 
One  of  Bucknell's  heroes,  Captain  McKee,  '40,  was  chosen  to  pick  the  L'Agenda  beauty 
queens.  Because  he  knew  neither  the  personality  or  actual  appearance  of  any  of  the 
coeds,  he  chose  the  beauties  from  their  pictures  for  "poise,  freshness,  vitality,  and  good 
looks."  .  .  .  Holder  of  five  military  decorations,  (Purple  Heart,  Air  Medal,  ETO 
Medal  with  star,  ATO  Medal  and  the  American  Defense  Medal)  he  was  wounded  in 
Astand,  Belgium,  on  April  12,  1944,  and  is  now  recuperating  in  the  Halloran  General 
Hospital,  Staten  Island,  N.  Y.  .  .  .  "Those  Jerries  just  shot  hell  out  of  me,"  he  said, 
"shattering  my  arm,  paralyzing  one  hand  and  wounding  my  thigh."  .  .  .  His  vital 
statistics  .  .  .  born  in  Montclair,  N.  J.  28  years  ago  .  .  .  Kappa  Sigma,  grad- 
uated a  B.S.  in  1940  .  .  .  active  in  boxing,  baseball,  glee  club,  mixed  chorus,  C.  A. 
married  to  a  Beaver  graduate  .  .  .  father  of  a  two-year-old  daughter 
volunteered  for  the  Army  4 '/?  years  ago,  and  was  in  Europe  six  months  . 
His  message  to  Bucknellians  wherever  they  may  be — "I'm  waiting  eagerly  for  the  first 
homecoming  after  the  war!" 
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"Refreshing" 
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"Good -looking" 
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"Ex-'45"  is  the  label  they  wear.  These  are  the 
boys  whose  college  careers  began  four  years  ago, 
in  the  fall  session  before  Pearl  Harbor.  They  are 
the  men  who  will  soon  return  to  teach  us  the  new 
values  they  have  learned  in  battle.  Today,  they 
cannot  take  their  diplomas  with  us  because  im- 
mediate dangers  in  distant  places  claim  their  first 
attention. 

As,  singly  or  by  the  dozens,  our  men  departed 
from  Bucknell,  campus  activities  began  to  reflect

fraternities  has  been  diminished.  Some  have  car- 
ried on  despite  reduced  numbers,  but  others  —

Mu,  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  —  have  altogether  dis- 
banded for  the  duration. 

Still,  we  are  aware  of  such  organizations  in 
the  Bucknell  scene.  We  are  aware,  too,  of  all  the 
individual  men  to  whom  we  write  and  send  the 
Bucknell  /an.

NAVY  V  1*2  UNIT 


Although  the  marine  reservists  of  the  Navy — 
V-12  unit  left  Bucknell  University  at  the  close  of  the 
summer  semester  1944,  this  is  the  second  year  that  the 
Navy  V-12  unit  has  been  present  on  our  campus. 
Three  hundred  and  fifty-five  trainees  attended  classes 
during  the  1944  fall  semester,  but  this  number  has 
been  cut  to  243  by  those  trainees  who  left  for  mid- 
shipman school  or  shipped  out  for  boot  camp  in 
March.  The  V-12  unit  will  remain  on  the  campus 
throughout  this  coming  summer  semester,  but  it  is 
not  definitely  known  how  much  longer  they  will  be  a 
part  of  Bucknell. 

Since  the  reduction  of  the  naval  unit,  West  Col- 
lege is  no  longer  used  as  barracks  for  the  navy  trainees, 
but  they  are  still  quartered  in  East  Col'ege  and  Rob- 
erts Hall,  with  a  converted  fraternity  house  as  a  mess 
hall.  The  trainees  manage  to  carry  a  difficult  scholas- 
tic schedule  and  athletic  program  which  includes  the 
swimming  instruction  that  is  given  regularly  at  the 
Milton  pool.  Frequent  inspections  and  reviews  are  an 
important  part  of  V-12  life,  which  is  under  strict 
navy  discipline.  Although  the  unit  exists  indepen- 
dent of  college  life,  trainees  do  attend  classes  with 
men  and  women  civilian  students  and  participate  in 
the  university  extra-curricular  activities.

Fortunately,  intercollegiate  sports  activities  are  made  possible  by  the  presence  of  the  naval  trainees  on  our  teams.  All 
V-12s  are  eligible  for  membership  in  the  various  honorary  organizations  if  their  marks  are  considered  high  enough,  and  they 
may  also  pledge  fraternity  if  invited  to  become  a  member  by  any  of  the  fraternities  still  functioning  on  campus.  In  this 
way  a  taste  of  pre-war  college  days  is  often  given  to  the  naval  trainee. 

Bucknell  as  a  wartime  campus  has  undergone  a  transformation,  but  the  V-12  unit,  though  distinctly  independent  of 
college  life,  is  such  a  vital  part  of  Bucknell  today  that  we  will  miss  it  greatly  when  the  time  comes  for  its  departure  from 
the   campus. 

With  the  departure  of  the  Marines  and  the  former  executive  officer,  Lt.  Orville  E.  Dunckel  became  the  new  command- 
ing officer.  A  graduate  of  Michigan  State  College,  he  entered  the  United  States  Naval  Reserve  in  1943  and  before  coming  to 
Bucknell,  served  as  liaison  officer  at  Princeton.  Lt.  Harold  W. 
Crook,  who  came  to  Bucknell  from  the  V-12  unit  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois,  is  a  graduate  of  Ohio  State  University,  and 
has  served  in  the  American  Guard  Center  in  New  Orleans  and 
in  the  European  naval  war.

FOOTBALL 


Seven  wins,  two  losses,  one  tie  gave  Bucknell  its  best 
football  record  in  eleven  years.  Coached  by  Elwood 
"Woody"  Ludwig,  who  served  his  first  full  season  as 
head  mentor,  the  Bisons  rolled  up  a  210  to  95  margin  in 
points  collected  as  they  topped  Muhlenberg  and  Franklin 
and  Marshall  twice  and  registered  single  victories  over 
City  College  of  New  York,  Villanova,  and  New  York 
University.  Only  a  powerful  Cornell  squad,  led  by  All- 
East  back  Allen  Dekdebrun,  and  the  perennial  rival, 
Penn  State,  managed  to  outscore  the  Orange  and  Blue, 
while  Temple  staged  a  last-minute  goal  line  stand  to  hold 
the  Herd  to  a  draw. 

In  addition,  Bucknell's  footballers  romped  to  a  12- 
touchdown,  6-conversion  rout  over  C.  C.  N.  Y.  to  tie 
the  all-time  high  in  points  scored  in  a  single  game  by  a 
Bison  team,  the  previous  total  being  set  in  1929  against 
Dickinson  College.  Individual  honors  went  to  Left 
Tackle  George  Kochins,  who  was  named  to  fill  a  posi- 
tion on  the  All-East  roster  as  picked  by  a  poll  of  outstanding  sports  writers. 

The  season  got  under  way  with  a  24-7  triumph  over  the  not-so-stubborn  Muhlenberg  Mules 
and  followed  the  conquest  a  week  later  with  a  14-0  victory  against  the  same  team  in  a  series  played 
on  a  home-and-home  basis.    Marine  Private  Gene  Hubka  spearheaded  the  Herd's  attack  in  both  games,

running  the  ball  43  times  for  246  yards,  or  an  average 
of  almost  six  yards  per  try. 

Cornell  scored  a  touchdown  in  every  period  in  the 
following  duel,  as  the  Bucknell  attack  failed  to  click  due 
to  the  injury  of  several  key  men.  The  Big  Red  notched 
a  26-0  victory. 

Amidst  a  torrential  downpour,  the  Orange  and  Blue 
splashed  to  an  exciting  16-14  win  over  F.  and  M.  as  a 
result  of  veteran  center  Jim  Seel's  scooping  up  a  Diplo- 
mat fumble  and  racing  3  5  yards  for  a  touchdown.  With 
the  score  tied  in  the  last  period,  the  Bison  line  smashed 
through  to  block  Tex  Phillip's  end-zone  punt,  scoring 
the  two  points  which  meant  victory. 

Although  hampered  by  a  foot  injury  that  necessi- 
tated a  special  shoe,  Gene  Hubka  led  a  fighting  Orange 
and  Blue  eleven  in  a  rousing  third  period  rally  that  all 
but  tied  the  score  with  Penn  State.  The  Nittany  Lions 
met  the  threat,  however,  and  went  on  to  win  27-13. 

Playing  their  last  game  in  Bucknell  uniforms,  the  Marines  bowed  out  of  the  local  football  scene 
in  a  heartbreaking  6-6  tie  with  Temple,  played  in  Philadelphia.  The  Owls  put  on  a  brilliant  stand  in 
the  shadows  of  their  own  goal  posts  as  time  ran  out  in  the  final  quarter. 

N.  Y.  U.  fell  prey  to  the  Bisons  26-0  as  nine  new  men  filled  the  first  string  line-up  for  Woody 
Ludwig.  Capably  replacing  Hubka,  Eddie  Netski  showed  the  way,  passing  for  one  touchdown  and  run- 
ning for  another.

The  Herd  thundered  over  a  weak  C.  C.  N.  Y.  eleven  78-0  in  a  clash  that  ceased  to  be  a  contest  af- 
ter the  first  period.  Right  End  Bob  Williams  tallied  the  first  of  12  touchdowns,  and  from  there  on 
not  even  the  third  set  of  replacements  could  be  stopped.  Deception,  passes,  and  power  plays  were 
mixed,  to  the  bewilderment  of  the  hapless  Cherokees. 

Still  running  from  the  left  halfback  position,  and  doing  quite  a  lot  of  running  at  that,  Netski 
ran  for  a  touchdown  and  set  up  two  more  in  Bucknell's  27-16  triumph  over  Villanova  in  a  night  game 
played  in  Shibe  Park,  Philadelphia. 

The  Franklin  and  Marshall  Diplomats  checked  the  Orange  and  Blue  offense  with  a  fluid,  shift- 
ing defense  until  the  last  quarter  when  the  locals  solved  the  puzzle  and  eased  through  to  a  6-0  Thanks- 
giving Day  victory. 
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Scoring  honors  of  the  1944  season  were  shared  by 
Doggie  Bennett  and  Harry  Bonk,  with  the  former 
holding  a  slight  edge  in  points.  Both  fullbacks  pushed 
over  four  touchdowns,  but  Bennett  converted  seven 
extra  points  for  a  total  score  of  31,  while  Bonk  put 
only  one  try  through  the  uprights.  Sommer  and 
Coulombe  led  the  field  in  the  yards  gained  per  try, 
with  the  former  having  an  average  of  nine  and  a  half 
yards  while  the  latter  had  seven.  Considering  just  the 
starters,  Bonk  was  able  to  reel  off  an  average  just  a 
shade  under  five  yards  for  each  of  the  5 1  times  he 
handled  the  ball.

Led  by  All-State  Forward  Bob  Williams,  the  courtmen 
won  ten  games  and  lost  seven  during  the  1944-4J  basket- 
ball campaign.  The  six-feet  three-inch  shotmaker  from 
Massillon,  Ohio,  paced  Coach  Woody  Ludwig's  pointgetters 
by  a  wide  margin,  tallying  96  field  goals  and  39  fouls  for 
a  season  total  of  231  points.  In  citing  Williams  for  the 
all-Pennsylvania  cage  team,  the  Associated  Press  announced 
that  the  selection  was  based  mainly  on  his  tricky  floor  game, 
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his  scoring  record,  and  the  fact  that  he  was  a  full-time  per- 
former, playing  659  out  of  a  possible  680  minutes. 

Two  other  Bisons  topped  the  century  mark  in  scoring. 
Captain  Lou  Desci  netted  56  field  goals  and  46  out  of  80 
fouls  for  158  points,  while  Gene  Wilson  connected  51  times 
from  the  floor  and  converted  24  fouls  in  40  attempts  for 
126  points.  Other  Bucknell  high  scorers  were  Bill  Mc- 
Daniel,  79;  Merrill  Heddings,  77;  Eddie  Netski,  42;  and 
Clair  Swarner,  39.  The  team  total  for  the  17  games  was 
771   points. 

Although  this  year's  quintet  averaged  two  points  per 
game  more  than  the  '44  team,  the  Herd  was  less  successful 
at  the  foul  line  than  its  predecessors.  The  Ludwigmen  made 
296  trips  to  the  free-throw  line,  but  converted  only  157 
times  for  an  accuracy  percentage  of  5  3.04'/(  as  compared 
with  last  year's  56f,  figure  on  conversions.  Less  erratic 
foul  shooting  would  have  boosted  the  number  of  wins,  be- 
cause five  of  the  seven  losses  were  by  four  point  margins, 
or  less. 

With  a  one-sided  81-30  victory  over  Elizabethtown  as  a 
starter,  the  Bisons  ran  up  three  wins  before  they  were 
stopped  in  an  overtime  battle  by  Marshall  College,  52-49, 
and  Penn  State,  32-30. 

Then  the  Herd  began  to  make  history  in  pairs.  Franklin 
&  Marshall  and  Olmstead  Army  Air  Field  spelled  wins  num- 
ber four  and  five,  but  the  team  ran  into  double  trouble  with 
Bloomsburg  and  University  of  Scranton,  dropping  both 
games  by  four-point  margins.  Once  more  hitting  the  con- 
querors' trail,  the  Herd  swamped  the  Olmstead  Flyers  and 
the  F.  &  M.  Diplomats  to  complete  a  successful  weekend. 
Captain  Louis  Desci  netted  45  points  during  the  two  day 
outing. 

Indiantown  Gap  halted  the  two-game  streak  by  a  34-26 
count,  but  Villanova  was  defeated  for  the  cagers'  eighth 
victory.  Four  nights  later  the  tournament-bound  Muhlen- 
berg five  invaded  Davis  Gym  where  the  fans  witnessed  the 
best  game  of  the  year.  The  Bisons  outplayed  the  Mules  for 
39  minutes  but  were  checked  when  Whitey  Baldwin,  Muh- 
lenberg's forward,  pulled  a  sleeper  that  broke  a  tie  and  hand- 
ed the  game  to  the  visitors,  3  5-33,  when  only  30  seconds 
remained  in  play.

and  only  one  loss,  the  Orange  and  Blue  looked  forward  to 
the  return  match,  but  it  was  the  same  story.  The  locals  led 
the  Mules  during  the  major  part  of  the  game,  fell  behind 
only  one  point  at  the  end  of  the  third  period,  and  were 
smothered  to  submission  in  the  final  frame.     For  the  ninth 


and  tenth  times  of  the  season,  Williams  led  his  mates  in 
scoring  in  the  cagers'  twin  victories  over  Indiantown  Gap 
and  Scranton.  Both  clubs  had  previously  beaten  the  Bisons, 
so  the  wins,  the  final  games  of  the  year,  were  of  particular 
noteworthiness  to  the  victors.

Armed  with  a  paste  pot,  a  ruler,  .1  pair  of  scissors  and 
a  four-page  dummy  layout,  the  Bucknellian  editor,  sur- 
rounded by  her  staff,  goes  into  action  every  week  to  keep 
students   well-informed  on  campus  news. 

From  Tuesday  afternoons  until  the  paper  goes  to  press 
Thursday  mornings,  typewriters  clatter;  harried  headline 
writers  struggle  to  "get  the  right  word";  reporters,  as- 
signed to  cover  the  campus,  hurst  in  spasmodically  with 
copy;  the  news  editor  keeps  the  phone  busy,  tracking  down 
last  minute  stones  and  coaxing  information  from  evasive 


or  wary  news  sources;  proof  readers  bend  over  long  galleys 
to  catch  typographical  errors. 

The  advertising  manager  pushes  her  way  in,  to  place 
the  week's  ads  from  the  town  merchants;  the  sports  editor 
(one  ot  the  tew  positions  in  which  the  men  still  hold  their 
own)  pounds  out  his  accounts  of  the  movements  and  vic- 
tories ot    Bison    teams. 

As  the  editor,  huddled  over  a  typewriter,  ponders  pro- 
found thoughts  tor  the  editorial,  the  stall,  gazing  often 
and  speculatively   at   the  white  space  in  column   six,  guesses 
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wli.n  the  scoop-of-the-vveek  will  be.  Holding  aloof  from  all  the  uproar, 
but  keeping  a  watchful  eye  on  the  budget  and  a  careful  hand  on  the 
purse  strings,  is  the  business  manager. 

When  the  hubbub  has  subsided  and  the  circulation  staff  has  whirled 
away  to  taxi  Bucknellians  to  the  Sem,  up  the  hill  to  Roberts  Hall,  and 
to  the  fraternity  houses,  the  office  manager  arrives  to  clear  away  the 
debris  and  create  order  until  the  next  Tuesday. 

As  a  result  of  the  staff's  combined  interior  decorating  urges  and  an 
outburst  of  long  smoldering  revolt  against  dark  and  dingy  working 
quarters,  the  Bucknellian  office  has  undergone  a  process  of  enlargement 
and  renovation.  The  prospective  journalists,  assisted  by  faculty  adviser 
Robert  E.  Streeter,  applied  ten  gallons  of  paint  to  walls  and  ceiling, 
had  partitions  knocked  out,  new  linoleum  laid,  fluorescent  lights  and 
a  horseshoe-shaped  copy  desk  installed.  Dust  and  cobwebs  were  swept 
out,  and  the  office  that  has  housed  Bucknellian  staffs  for  more  than  20 
years  now  assumes  a  more  professional  atmosphere. 

In  content  the  Bucknellian  has  benefited  this  year  by  many  out- 
standing events  calling  for  big  stories  and  banner  headlines.  "B-Mail," 
a  column  about  Bucknell  men  and  women  in  the  armed  forces,  appeared 
weekly,  and  the  monthly  service  issue,  sent  out  to  3,000  Bucknellians 
in  service,  featured  "Fe-Mail,"  a  group  of  letters  by  coeds  on  campus 
to  the  fellows  in  uniform. 

Contents  for  the  Sem's  "Pin-Up  Boy,"  the  Navy  trainees'  "Billfold 
Girl,"  and  the  civilian  men's  "Woman  of  the  Week,"  were  sponsored 
by  the  paper.  A  humor  column  was  introduced  as  "The  Little  Kernels," 
and  Navy  V-12  antics  and  activities  were  reported  in  "Down  the 
Hatch." 

Since  the  draft  began  to  pick  off  the  men  of  the  Bucknellian  staff, 
it  has  become  the  usual  practice  to  refer  to  the  editor  in  the  feminine 
gender.  For  the  last  three  years  Bucknellian  policy  has  been  directed 
by  editors  from  the  class  of  '45 — Audrey  Bishop,  Irene  Lindemann,  and 
Nancy  Patterson.  Key  staff  positions  since  1942  have  been  held,  for  the 
most  part,  by  coeds  who  have  learned  the  ropes  for  the  duration.

RADIO  WORKSHOP 

Radio  Workshop  is  one  of  the  youngest,  but  most  rapidly 
growing  organizations  on  our  campus.  Students  who  are  inter- 
ested in  radio  have  the  opportunity  of  learning  a  great  deal  about 
the  technique  and  operation  of  radio,  since  the  studio  is  organized 
and  managed  entirely  by  the  students  themselves. 

This  year  the  Workshop  has  two  important  projects.  Every 
Thursday  night,  direct  from  their  studio  in  Bucknell  Hall,  the 
members  present  a  half-hour  program  over  Sunbury's  station, 
WKOK.  These  broadcasts  are  of  various  kinds  including  plays, 
talent  shows,  quiz  programs,  and  variety  shows.  One  of  the 
noteworthy  programs  that  was  put  on  this  year  was  the  Christmas 
Carol  by  Dickens.  Workshop  has  also  its  own  local  station, 
WBRW,  over  which  it  plays  recordings  every  Monday  through 
Friday  from  4:00  to  6:00  P.  M. 

The  members  of  Radio  Workshop  have  ambitious  plans  for  the 
future  of  their  organization.  They  have  recently  been  admitted 
into  the  Intercollegiate  Broadcasting  System,  an  organization  of 
broadcasting  stations  of  colleges  all  over  the  country.  Each  col- 
lege station  receives  a  contract  from  a  business  concern.  The  sta- 
tion does  a  short  commercial  for  the  concern  each  week  and  is  paid 
in  return.  Membership  in  I.  B.  S.  amounts  to  recognition  as  a 
good  college  station.

To  support  an  American  policy  of  world  co-operation  and  to 
help  abolish  religious  intolerance  and  racial. discrimination — these 
are  the  aims  of  IRC. 

Reorganization  of  the  club  this  year  has  increased  its  mem- 
bership to  about  fifty.  Open  meetings  with  speakers  and  discus- 
sions on  current  international  and  domestic  problems  are  held 
once  a  month. 

The  group  leads  the  "Town  Meeting  of  the  Air,"  presented 
by  the  Radio  Workshop.  It  co-operates  with  the  Christian  Asso- 
ciation in  activities  of  mutual  interest. 

A  group  of  members  attended  the  mock  Dumbarton  Oaks  con- 
ference held  at  Lafayette  this  spring.  At  the  conference,  the  dele- 
gation from  each  college  represented  a  foreign  country;  Bucknell 
members  represented  Norway.  Other  conferences  to  which  the 
club  sent  representatives  were  held  at  Dickinson  and  Pendale  Hill. 

The  club  is  one  of  six  hundred  similar  collegiate  organizations 
sponsored  by  the  Carnegie  Endowment  for  International  Peace.

GO-OP  HOUSE 

Have  you  ever  made  a  cake  from  one  of  those  "sure- 
success"  brands  and  have  it  turn  out  a  "sure-failure"? 
Did  you  ever  make  chocolate  pudding  in  three  batches  so 
that  if  one  burned  it  wouldn't  all  be  ruined?  Have  you 
ever  awakened  in  the  middle  of  the  night  with  the  hor- 
rible realization  that  you  forgot  to  bank  Beulah  and 
Lulu,  the  furnace  and  the  bucket-a-day  stove?  If  not, 
you  haven't  lived — at  least  not  in  Co-op  House. 

The  "Coop,"  located  between  George's  and  Pardoe's, 
is  the  house  where  ten  girls  live  cooperatively.  The  setup 
is  based  on  the  international  cooperative  movement  prin- 
ciples and  includes  experience  in  the  planning  and  pre- 
paring of  meals,  housecleaning  and  furnace-tending. 

Healey  Cooperative  House  began  when  a  group  of 
interested  girls  raised  enough  capital  to  rent  the  house 
and  to  buy  furniture  and  supplies.  Five  years  ago  ten 
girls  moved  in  and  the  experiment  began.  Today  it  is  no 
longer  an  experiment  but  a  practical,  working  reality. 

The  officers  for  the  first  semester  were  Sally  Gould, 
president;  Emily  Josif,  vice  president;  Faith  Lief,  secre- 
tary; Rosa  Meyersburg,  corresponding  secretary;  and 
Dorothy  Huffman,  treasurer.
